When his wife was taken east Hedspeth 
wrote to the attorney to take up her 
case, and a number of letters were sent 
him in this city addressed *‘H. V. Swan- 
son.’? One of these incautiously bore 
an inscription to the effect that if the 
letter was not delivered in ten days it 
should be returned to the attorney’s ad- 
dress, The attorney was known to have 
done business for Hedspeth, and the 
latter’s identity as ‘‘Swanson’’ was 
soon suspected, Hedspeth said he 
would have left the city in a few days 
had he not been arrested yesterday. 

Hedspeth denies that he had a pistol 
in each pocket. He said that when ar- 
rested he was receiving a number of let- 
lers with his left hand, while with his 
right he grasped a revolver in his coat 
pocket.

Lonvon, Feb. 11.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The striking coal por- 
ters declare that they will not yield un- 
tiltheir demands are conceded. The 
delivery of coal locally is accomplished 
only with great difficulty. Nearly 
every coal depot on the River Thames 
is at a standstill. Thirty barges are 
waiting to be unloaded at Blackfriars, 
The strike was entirely unexpected by 
the men, who were apprised of the ac- 
tion taken by their leaders by delegates 
who were dispatched to the depots with 
orders forthe men to quit work. So 
suddenly was the strike decided upon 
that the men’‘employed in the depots did 
not have time to procure a snpply of 
coal against the famine Swith : whi 
London is now threatened. 

Retail dealers have already advanced 
the price, and this will cause much suf- 
fering among the poor, who buy coal in 
small quantities, If the strike con- 
tinues it will cause widespread distress, 
for factories and places of that descrip- 
tion will be compelled to close down be- 
cause of lack of tuel, and many men 
will be thrown out of employment. |

The Last Rites Over the Remains of 
Preacher Spurgeon. 

Lonpow, Feb. 11.—Final services over 
the remains of Rev. Mr. Spurgeon were 
held at the Tabernacle today. Several 
members of the Commons, Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts and a deputation from 
sixty religious bodies were among those 
present. The services were simple and 
touching. Rev. Mr. Pierson, an Amer- 
ican minister, made a most eloquent ad- 
dress at the conclusion of which the re- 
mains were taken to the cemetery. 
The Tabernacle and streets on the way 
to the cemetery were crowded with 
people. 

Flags were displayed along the route 
followed by the procession at half-mast. 
Placés of business between Kensington 
and Clapham were closed and many 
houses had the blinds drawn. 

There was an immense crowd in Nor- 
wood cemetery awaiting the arrival of 
the funeral procession. The coffin was 
taken from the hearse and borne to a. 
vault. This. vault will be surmounted 
by a bronze statue of Spurgeon, and 
upon it will be placed bas-reliefs sym- 
bolic of the dead minister’s benevolent 
works.

A Day of Blue Chips on the 
New York Exchange. 


The Reading Deal Sends the “Coal 
ers” up With a Rush, 


Two Hundred Brokers Howl Them 
selves Hoarse on the Board. 


Scenes of Excitement Rarely Witnessed—~ 
Enormous Transactions—Not a Falke 
ure Announced—Vast Summ 
Change Hands. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Feb. 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Stock Exchange 
this morning resolved itself practically 
into anexchange for Reading stock. . 
Over 300,000 shares of this stock were 
traded in during the first half hour of 
business. It is doubtful if the Stock 
Exchange ever witnessed such a scene 
as took place at the opening of business, 
The post where dealers in Reading 
stock generally congregate is in the 
Broad street wing of the board room, 
but this morning «the mighty crowd of 
brokers packed densely together over- 
flowed the limits of the stock rows and 


’swallowed upin their numbers half a 


dozen other. groups, the members of 
which had to go elsewhere if they 
wished to trade in special stocks. 

Reading stock closed last night at 
55%. Later the details of the big 
Jersey Central deal, by which the com- 
pany is to control the Jersey Central 
and Lehigh Valley; were made public, 
At the Windsor Hotel last night 60 wag 
bid for the stock. At the drop of 
Chairman Mitchell’s gavel this morning, 
announcing the opening of business, 
the 200 brokers in the Reading group 
became like maniacs. Such a hustling, 
pulling and excited crowd of men has 
seldom been seen. Length of limb and 
depth of voice came in good stead this 
morning. 

The stock eoenen on the board at 
5714. Inafew minutes 64 was touched, 
an advance of 9 points since yesterday 
and of 28 points since this day last 
week. The scene was pandemonium, 
Wilder shouting, struggling and shrieke 
ing occurred than in a time of panic. 
The excitement did not flag through 
the day and the brokers who had en- 
dured the ordeal were exhausted at the 
close of business. 

It wasa day of tumultand excite- 
ment that appalled the oldest men in 
the street. The figures alone will give 
some idea of the transactions. It must 
be remembered that on days of intense 
excitement and any activity tens of 
thousands of shares are bought and sold 
which are never’ reported so as to be in- 
cluded in the official record. Inthe 
first two hours after the opening it is 
estimated that 900,000 shares were 
dealt in. That isa record rarely made 
foraday. It has often been the record 
ofaweek. The total reported transac- 
tions for the day amounted to 1,442, 
940 shares. 

Contrary to expectation not a failure 
Was annoanced, and with the fall of 
the hammer of the chairman at 8 
o’clock the biggest day in the history of 
the exchange came to an end with con- 
fusion and excitement just as great ag 
at the opening. No one looking at the 
maddened, excited crowd of men, 
shrieking at the top of their voices, 
would suppose them to be business men 
capable of dealing in $15,000,000 
worth of property Inthirty minutes, 
the value of the Reading stock ex- 
changed by the actions of the excited 
mob was $8,500,000. The transac- 
tions were not only enormous in the 
aggregate, but all individual trades 
were on a large scale. 

‘What's bid for 100?’ cried a broker, 
rushing up to the Reading crowd this 
morning. ‘‘Run away, little boy,’* ane 
swered another, mopping his brow; ‘*we 
are playing with blue chips only te 
day.”’

THE WATER RATES. 


Special Session of the Council 
‘Yesterday. 


A Number of Interested Persons Also 
Attendance. 


Complaints Filed Against the Rates of 
Year. 


The Representatives of the Water Com- 
panies also Take a Hand—Action 
“Finally Postponed for 
One Week. 


The City Council held an informal 

session in the Council chamber yester- 
day morning for the purpose of taking 
the preliminary steps toward fixing 
the water rates for the city for 
the current year. All the mem- 
bers of that body, with the = sin- 
gle exception of Councilman Sum- 
merlanf, were in attendance, and there 
were also present Receiver Kays of the 
Citizens’ Water Company, Messrs. W. 
H. Perry, S. E. Mott and S. B. Caswell 
of the City Water Company, James Bur- 
dette, Esq., W. T. Sheward, and a num- 
ber of other citizens who were more or 
less intérested in the water question. 
. President Bonsall called the ———- 
to order shortly after 10 o’clock an 
stated the object for which it had been 
called briefly, 
Councilman McGarry then opened 
the ball by asking whether there were 
persons present who had any complaints 
to make against last year’s rates, in 
response to Which Contractor Dodd ex- 
pressed itas his opinion that the rate 
charged for water used in cement work 
was too high, as it amounted to thirty 
times higher than the meter rate. He 
thought that 5 cents per barrel, instead 
of 18. dents us at present, would satisfy 
all parties cohcerned, as not more than 
half a barrel of water. was necessary 
to eaoh barrel of cement. 

-Mr. Caswell in reply stated ‘that the 
present high rate was due in a great 
measure to the contractors themselves, 
as they. would not call at the water com- 
pany’s offices either for permits or to pay 
their bills, and this necessitated 
the employment of collectors for that 
purpose. Asan instance of the amount 
realized from this source by the y 
Water Company last month he would 
merely mention the fact that of the 
$130 collected $120 wasspent in col- 
lecting it. There was one contractor 
in this city from whom the water had 
been. shut off some fifty times or more 
before the money could be collected. 
Apart from that, however, the rate was 
lower in this city than at any other 
place onthe Coast. It San Francisco, 
for imstance, it was just double that 
charged here. ‘ 

President Perry, of the City Water 
Company, said that his company would 
admit that its rate was exorbitant, if it 
was shown that it was charging more 
than the rate of any other city on the 
Coast, or indeed over half as much as is. 
charged elsewhere on the Coast. It 
} certainly was not charging more than it 
should on the amount of capital it had 
invested, 

- Contracter Dodd retorted that he 
neither kmew nor cared what the rates 
were in San Francisco or elsewhere, but 
didvobject. ta paying 15 cents for a 
Varrél of water, when it ‘could be fur- 
nished for one-third of that price. 

. After a heated argument between Mr. 
Caswell and the contractor as to the 
quantity of water necessary for the lay- 
| ing of 100 square feet of cement, Coun- 
cilman Innes remarked that he under- 
| stood that the water rates for the city 
were to be fixed accordingto the amount 
of-capital invested by the companies, 
and not in. accordance with the rates 
adopted by other cities. 

~~ President W. H. Perry stated that as 
the City Water Company was working 
under its contract, which was entered 
into before the new law went into ef- 
fect, the method of fixing the rates to 
be charged had nothing to do with the 
capital invested, but was dependent én- 
tirely on that fixed in other cities simi- 
lar to Los Angeles. 

President Bonsall inquired as to how 
the contract rates would compare with 
those adopted by the Council last year, 
to which Mr. Caswell responded that 
the latter were much lower, and that the 
‘company still retained its contract 
rates, but madea rebate uponthem. - 

President Perry volunteered the in- 
formation that the stockholders of his 
company received less than one-half of 
the amount of the dividend paid by any 
other company on the Coast. One rea- 
son for this was that over 100 families 
whe were unable to pay for their water 
were furnished free, and had been for 
some time past. 

Counciiman Innes said that he had 
heard a great many complaints about 
the 50 cents per month rate charged 
for water-closets in private houses, and 

there was a general demand for a de- 
crease in this rate. 
_.. President Perry replied that he had 
nothing to say about that matter at the 
present time, but his company would 
certainly ask the Council to increase 
the rate on closets in public houses, as 
there was a scandalous waste of water 
in the majority of cases. 

In response to a complaint made by 
J. T. Sheward on behalf of the residents 
of the hills, Mr. Perry admitted that the 
hill people had had a hard time of it; 
but expressed the hope that the service 
had improved somewhat of late, and 
promised todo better in the near fu- 
ture. The credit of the water com- 
panies in this city was.so-poor that it 
was a difficult matter to raise money for 
improvements. He then requested the 
Council to postpone action on the mat- 
ter for one week in order that he might

ON A HOT. TRAIL, 


Detective Will Smith in Pursuit of a Band 
of Robbers. 

Capt. Will Smith, of the Southern Pa- 
cific force, was on a hot trail all day 
yesterday after the boldest gang of 
burglars that have operated in Southern 
California for some time past. It is 
undoubtedly the same gang that has 
been ‘‘working’’ in this city, and if 
Smith captures them he will prove him- 
self one of the best detectives on. the 
Coast, asall the Hawkshaws have had a 
tussle with this band of robbers with 
but indifferent success. 

Their last job was at Acton, when 
they entered the Sonthern Pacific ticket 
office Tuesday night last and succeeded 
in getting away with $64 incoin and 
a number of tickets. The gang broke 
in the back door and rifled. the whole 
place, but did not molest anything but 
the coin and tickets. , 

Capt. Smith was notified the next 
morning and started after them at once, 
and it was reported in detective circles 
that he had tracked them to the mount- 
ains and was in hot pursuit, with every 
chance of overtaking them in a few 
hours. The robbers are said to be 
heavily armed. and as they are thought 
to be wanted fora number of jobs the 
chances are that they will make a hard 
fight for liberty if Smith catches up 
with them and a killing is almost sure 
to follow.

St. Paul Authorities “Looking for a 
Sharp Rascal. 


He Robbed His Employees and Was For. 
given, When He Committed Another 
Theft and Made Good His 

Escape. 


The St. Paul, Minn., anthorities want 
a Southern Pacific Pullman car con- 
ductot named John C. Clements, who

As the story goes, a few months ago 
Clements was a confidential employé of 
the Yoerge Brewing Company of St. 
Paul and he embezzled $900. 

When the theft was discovered the 
proprietors called Clements into their 
presence and told him that they had 
discovered his rascality. He broke 
down and confessed the whole thing, 
but in defense he told them that on ac- 
count of sickness and death in his fam- 
ily he had been led to commit crime for 
the first time. 

His employers knew that he had just 
lost his father and wife.and child, and 
as he had nothing but his salary they 
were disposed to let him down easy, so 
they told him to go back to his desk 
while they talked the matter over and 
decided on what course they would pur- 
sue in his case. 

Ina few minutes they called him 
back and told him that they had not 
only decided not to prosecute him for 
embezzlement, but that they would 
make him a present of. the $900 and 
keep him in their employ. They gave 
him a long lecture for not coming to 
them when he found himeelf in such 
great.trouble and told him that they 
would gladly have assisted him under 
such circumstances, 

The young man wept bitterly and 
made all kinds of promises and the 
brewers thought they had accomplished 
great good, but they. evidently made a 
grave mistake, for the very next day 
Clements stole $360 and left.for parts 
unknown. His employers could not be- 


that the second theft had been com- 
mitted, for after treating the young 
man asthey did they were confident 
that he would be a _ faithful employé 
during the rest of his existence. They 
could not understand why he should act 
in such a manner, for he was getting a 
good salary and was treated more like 
a son than an employé. 

The matter was at once placed in the 
hands of the authorities, and they have 
been looking for the young man all over 
the country, but he has managed to es- 
cape them untila few days ago, when 
he was recognized by a St. Paul man, 
who was on his way from San Francisco 
to this city. 

The St. Paul detectives were notified, 
and one of the brewing firm reached 
this city night’ before last, but he has 
not been able to find Clements, and it is 
more than probable that he has made a 
change and may be across the Mexican 
line by this time. He is a sharp rascal 
and it is a pity,that the officers here did 
not know that he was wanted, for he 
could have been captured without 
trouble a few days ago.

The Trial of Hynes and Dean for 
| Burglary. 


The Case Givén to the Jury Late Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 


Administrators Appointed for the Es- 
tate of M. H. Ledbetter. 


The Business of the Deceased in Such 
Shape that Immediate Action Is Nec- 
essary — The Santa Monica 
Street Case Settled. 


_In Department One yesterday James 
Hynes and J..Dean, a couple of young 
men who appeared to be much more re- 
spectable than they really are, were 
taken before Judge Smith for trial upon 
a charge of burglary. They were rep- 
resented by W. W. Holcomb, Esq., 
while assistant District Attorney Mc- 
Comas appeared for the prosecution. 

Part of the morning session was con- 
sumed in the selection of a jury, the 
following jurors being finally .accepted 
and sworn to try the case: Ira C. 
Barron, J. A. Barrows, J. R. Clark, B. 
Chubbie, J. Z. Hutton, A. Joughin, F. 
Lambourn, J. McArthur, P. W. McStay, 
A. B. Phillips. W. Pierce and C. C. 
Warner. 


The following witnesses were called, 


by the prosecution; Louis Molino, Otto 
G. Weyse, Peter Cooper, Gracie Cooper, 
W. Cotta, G. Esmarch and W. H. Auble. 
From their testimony it was learned 
that Hynes and Dean broke into the 
residence of R. G. Weyse, at the corner 
of Eighth and San Pedro streets, on the 
night of January 2 last, and broke into 
a trunk. The defendants then went on 
the stand and testified iu their behalf 
that they called at the place to get 
work and were invited in py a man who 
was eating some peaches, when the 
complainant arrived on the scene and 
all three fled. 

The matter was submitted to the jury 
at 4:15 o'clock, but at 7:30 o'clock that 
body had not reached any conclusion 
and was ordered locked up for the 
night. 

ADMINISTRATOR APPOINTED, 

Judge Clark yesterday morning 
granted the petition of R. L. Cuzner for 
appointment as administrator of the 
estate of M. H. Ledbetter, deceased, 
who died on the 5Bth inst. At the time 
of his death he had three contracts to 
construct bridges, one over the old San 
Gabrie} road at El Monte, costing 
$5662; another fora bridge over the 
San Gabriel River at Smith’s crossing, 
the third for a bridge at Compton, near 
Mudge ranch. The petitioner stated 
that it was absolutely necessary for the 
preservation of said contracts and for 
the purpose of avoiding penalties that 
some person should be appointed admin- 
istrator to continue the work forthwith.

AccorDING to a recent decision by 
Judge Budd of San Joaquin county a 
saloon-keeper hasa right to sell liquor 
to children, provided the children do 
not want it for their. own consumption, 
but are purchasing it for their parents 
orothers. This refines away the spirit 
of the law, which was supposed to be 


enough to prevent children from 


visiting saloons to purchase liquor for 
any purpose. It isa pity if this law is 
to be broken down or rendered more 
than half nugatory, for it is a good one, 
and ought to hold in its length and 
breadth. 


In San Francisco officers have been 
looking into the subject of bogus butter 
placed on that market. Several rolls 
of supposed butter were purchased 
from a street peddler and one from a 
grocer, in each case the product being 
represented as the genuine article. On 
examining the packages closely it was 
found thatin a corner of the brown 
paper wrappers covering the so-called 
butter there had been dimly stamped 
in pale ink: ‘Stall 6, Bay City Mar- 
ket, Oleomargarine;’’ but the inscrip- 
tion would not be noticed unless a per- 
son searched very closely to find it. 
The law requires that the name of the 
product shall be conspicuously stamped 
on each wrapper, and that at each 
place of sale a sign bearing the word 
“Oleomargarine’’ shall be prominently 
displayed. Some ofthe stuff was ana- 
lyzed by chemists, who found it to be 
composed of the following ingredients: 
Water, 10.40 per cent.; curd, 1.33 
per cent.; salt, 7.46 per cent.; fat 
80.81 percent. Inthe fat there was 
found 95.35 per cent. of insoluble fatty 
acids, The chemists signed a certificate 
stating that the product is not butter. 
As stated by Tue Times a few days ago, 
four carloads of this kind of ‘‘butter’’ has 
been foisted upon the’consumerg of Los 
Angeles within the past eared months. 
While it may be neither pofSonous nor 
deleterious, the fact remains that it is 
not butter, and it almost invariably 
finds its*way into the hands of the con- 
sumer under a misrepresentation. The 
public have a right to ‘‘kick’’ about it 
and insist that the law shall be en- 
forced in letter and spirit. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Archives of 


Dentistry, referring to the unpleasant 


impression made oy dental patients by 
the sight of forceps, recommends in- 
structioninthe art of extraction as 
practised in Japan. ‘‘There,’’ says the 
writer, “the dentist extracts every 
tooth, be it upper or lower, incisor or 
molar, without the use of an instru- 
ment, his fingers having been trained 
to take the part of forceps.’’ The cor- 
respondent referred to says: 

‘It may seem incredible, but it - is, 
nevertheless, a fact that the Japanese 
dentist is more proficient in this par- 
ticular branch of our art than his 
European or American brethren, and 
here is the way he arrives at his pro-

To Better the Fruit Industry. 
On the 18th inst. a State convention 
of fruit-growers is to be held to discuss 
the various evils to which the fruit in- 


possible for protecting the market. 
There is some talk about organizing a 
gigantic trust to purchase or control 
the bulk of the product of. the State. 
It is not proposed that this trust shall 
own all the orchards, but only that it 
shall buy and sell all the fruit. It is to 
be a huge coéperative concern which will 
eliminate middlemen, and, it is hoped, 
keep prices up by preventing too much 
fruit being thrown on the market at one 
time in one place. 

But it is doubtful whether such an or- 
ganization would not prove unwieldy, 
and, inthe end, unprofitable. Still, it 
must be conceded that some action is 
necessary to eliminate the undue pro- 
portion of absorption by the middleman 
and to protect markets for both fresh 


| and dried fruits from gluts and demor- 


alization. 

An exchange calls attention to the 
investigations of a California man in an 
Eastern city, where he founda raisins 
from this State retailing at 25 cents a 
pound. Hundreds of tons of California 
raisins were sold last year by the 
grower for 344 cents a pound. To pack 
them cost 144 cents more, and say it 
cost another 1 cents to get them to 
the Eastern markets. This is 6 cents. 
and the retailer asks 26 cents a pound, 
at-which price the fruit is a luxury and 
cannot enter much into general daily 
consumption. California raisins—al- 
lowing every reasonable margin—ought 
to bring the grower 5 cents a pound 
and yet sell for 1214 cents in the East- 
ern retail market. 

The Oakland Enquirer suggests that 
what the California , raisin-growers 
could and should do is to arrange witha 
few reputable grocers in each large city 
to sell raisins at 1244 cents a pound, or 
some other reasonable rate, and so force 
the other retailers down. The latter 
would not be injured, because thev 
would then sell five pounds of raisins 
where they now dispose of one. Con- 
sumption would be stimulated and a 
market created which would take all 
the raisins that can be produced for 
many years. The same holds with ref- 
erence to all dried fruits. If the pro- 
posed convention is able to do anything 
to promote this end it will accomplish 
a great deal for the industry and re- 
deem it from disaster. 


Glass-making, 
The quantity of glass used in this part 
of the country is enormous, and nearly 
all of it ought to be made here. The 


in these parts are said to be excellent, 
and the consumption of fuel in carry- 
ing on that branch of the arts is not so 
great as to interfere seriously with an 
enterprise of the sort, nor does it re- 
quire very large capital to start it. 
The breakage of glass is a very serious 
drawback to its importation, and has to 
be made up by an enhanced price upon 
that which issold. Glass-making ought 
to be a profitable business in Los Ange- 
les and doubtless would be if properly 
conducted. What is needed is for some 
party or parties with a few thousand 
dollars capital to take hold of it. 


It would afford employment for 
a good number of persons and 
keep at home a_ very iarge 


-amount.of money which goes 
abroad to purchase glass. As to bottles, 
there would be no end to the number 


made and afforded at a reasonable 
price. 
the requirement is very great and to 
supply this market alone with this 
article would require the active em- 
ployment of several skilied persons. 
The finest products in glass would not 
be required at first, and there would 
not be much necessity for such for some 
time, but the coarser qualities would 
be indemand at once.

it isto be carried free by the railroads, 
and the Atlantic Line steamer Missouri 
will transport it free to Libati. The 
ship leaves New York early in March.

The Second Day Shows ‘an In- 
@reased Attendance. 


Incubators and Brooders: Attracting 
aGreat Deal of Attention. 


The Display of Plymouth Rocks an 
Attractive Feature. | 
Forty of These Birds on Exhibition—The 
Indian Games and Black Spanish— 
Some of the Fancy 
Varieties. 


A tour through Armory Hall just now 
nnder the guidance of a poultry connois- 
seur results in a great deal of informa- 
tion to the amateur poultry-fancier. 
The catalogues are not yet completed, 
and unless one is well versed in chicken 
lore he is apt to commit the grave error 
of calling a blue-blooded Plymouth Rock 
simply a “speckled hen,”’ not having a 
printed catalogue as a guide. 


There was a crowd gathered around 


the Santa Ana incubator nearly all day 
yesterday watching the little chicks as 
they came out of the shells. About 
eighty hatched out during the day, and 
there are twenty spry little fellows, 
hatched out Wednesday night, that have 
been promoted to the brooder near by. 

Turning from the incubator and to 
the right as one passes up the center of 
the hall he strikes the display of Ply- 
mouth Rocks, There are forty of these 


What ts needed most now is a breed of chick- 
ene which do not roost so high as to be out of 


birds on exhibition. Mr. Graves -has 
four fine pnuilets in this class and a 
beantiful nine-pound cock. Mr. Tyler 
of Pasadena exhibits three pullets and 
avery fine hen imported from Ohio, 
which has won the blue ribbon in the 
East.

Ex-Councilman James T. Brown has a 
fine exhibit of Black Spanish birds and 
Mr. Bailey of Oakland has some hand- 
some Blue Andalusians with beantifully 
pencnet feathers. Mr. Case of Boyle 

eights has a pen of mottled Anconnas 
which sing in high C. The spangled 
Hamburgs are handsome birds, and 
there is a fine display of the Derbyshire 
Redcaps, which are the favorite egg- 
producers in England. 

Ap entirely new variety is the ‘‘friz- 
zlied hen.”’ It is suspect that she is 
imported from Kansas or some other 
blizzard-blown country, as her plumage 
looks as if she had been struck by a 
cyclone. Every identical feather on 
that hen from comb to tail has an in- 
dividuality of its own, and the bird 
looks as though one more gust of wind 
would strip her Clean down to her pin- 
feathers. 

J. T. Brown has five Houdans on exhi- 
bition. These birds have a remarkable 
crest, which remind one of an old lady’s 
bonnet.. They are a French breed and 
cannot be excelled for table use. 

Then there are Pearl Guinea hens, 
golden Polish, black Polish and Bant- 
ams—Golden Seabrights, Pekin Bant- 
ams, Japanese Silver Duckwing Bant- 
ams and allsorts of Bantams. There is 
a fine display of black Langshans by O. 
J. Albee, and Mr. Keeslin of San José 
has a splendid lot of white Langshans, | 
and a new breed of mottled Langshans. 
Altogether this class is very fine. 

The Indian Games form one of the 
most attractive classes on exhibition. 
They are mostly muscle and legs. a 
coating of slick, black feathers closely 
covering thejr muscular, firm knit 
bodies. These are the trained athletes 
of fowldom. The exhibitors in this 
class are Dr. Urmy of Los Angeles, 
Mr. Thurber of Alhambra, H. H. Jones 
of Pasadena, R. Condee of San Bernar- 
dino, Mr. Fullerton of Orange and §S. 
Tyler of Pasadena. The Cornish In- 
dian Game is supposed to be the best 
table fowlin existence, and this dis- 
p ay is the finest ever made’ in the 
State. 

Mr. Thurston has on exhibition a 
magnificent Boston cockerel of the 
single-comb brown Leghorn variety, 

which scored 96 at the Hub. When 
one gazes on this bird he realizes the

The first important move was the instruc- 
tion to the City Attorney to prepare a fran- 
chise to be presented at the next meeting 
of the board granting to the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company the right-of-way 
along Park avenue for a long distance 
through thecity. This move is taken in 
accordance with a petition from the South- 
ern Pacific Company, asking forthe right- 
of-way along this street. 

According to instructions given at the 
last meeting an ordinance was prepared 
and presented requiring billiard halls, 
bowling alleys and shooting galleries to 
take out aspecial license, and orderin 
them closed from 12 o'clock at night to 
o’clock in the morning. ‘ 

A dog license ordinance was also pre- 

sented and read, requiring all owners of 
female dogs to pay a license of $4 and of 
male $2. Failing to secure the license the 
owner or harborer of a dog is made liable 
to a fine of not less than $5 or more than 
$20. 
An ordinance was introduced and read 
by which all laundries shall be restricted in 
location to an area bounded on the east by 
Second street, on the north by the Santa 
Fé railroad, on the west by the west line of 
the city limits and on the south by Water 
street. This incloses the present China- 
town, but there are one or two Ohinese 
laundries and the steam laundry outside of 
these limits. What shall be done with 
those laundries now in opération outside 
these limits ‘doth not yet appear,’’ as no 
action has been taken with regard to de- 
claring them nuisances or otherwise mak- 
ing them liable to the law. 

The petition of I. N. Hoag and others for 
a street railway franchise was granted.

Last evening at 7 o'clock the follow- 
ing Associated Press dispatch was re- 
ceived: 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11.—A Washington 
special says Maj. George H. Bonebrake of 
Los Angeles will be appointed Minister to 
Japan to succeed John F. Swift, deceased. 
It is understood the appointment will be 
made in a few days. 

Maj. Bonebrake was found at his 
home by a Times reporter between 8 
and 9 o’clock and asked about the 
matter, 

‘TI guess itis true,’ said the Major, 
‘though the latest information I had on 
the subject I received last night ina 
private dispatch from Senator Fel- 
ton, who informed me _ that the 
appointment would probably be made 
shortly. The whole delegation has been 
working for me and I am sanguine that 
I will get the appointment.”’ 

‘*You will accept it then?”’ 

- yes, certainly,’ replied the Ma- 
jor. ‘I don’t mind saying that I really 
desire the place, and will esteem it a 
high honor.”’ 

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

Maj. George H. Bonebrake is a native 
of Ohio, having been born in Eaton, 
Preble county, 54 years ago. He at- 
tended Otterbein University, the prin- 
cipal college of the United Brethren de- 
nomination at Westerville, O. After

leaving college he taught languages ina 
school, being a Latin, Greek, Germanand 
French scholar. He,afterward studied 
law under Gen. Thomas Brown, with 
whom he subsequently formed a law 
partnership, Early in 1862 he entered 
Co. C, Sixty-ninth Indiana Infantry, as 
a private, rising gradually tothe rank 
of major and was breveted lieutenant- 
colonel before being discharged. In 
1869 he became cashier of the Citizens’ 
Bank of Noblesville, Ind. In 1878 he 
came to California on accountof the 
health of his wife, who died here in 
1880. He opened a carriage reposi- 
tory iu Los Angeles with branches in 
Stockton, San José, Oakland and Port- 
land, Or., afterward going into the 
banking business. At present, besides 
being president of the Los Angeles 
National Bank, he is a director of seven 
other Southern California banks as well 
as of the California Central Railroad. 
The Bryson-Bonebrake Block, of which 
he is part owner, is the handsomest 
block on the Coast outside of San Fran- 
cisco, and cost $220,000. Maj. Bone- 
brake has been a faithful and steady 
supporter of the Republican party in 
Southern California and a liberal con- 
tributor to campaign funds.
